For Beach or Barbecue! 


[his is it! The season for fresco lis 
ing! Beach or backyard barbecues are 
the way to entertain family or friends. 


Smoke may sting your eyes... fat may 
spit at you from broiling steak... you 
may fall amid the marshmallows... BU1 


have you ever, ever tasted food that’s so 
downright good? 

‘Course if steak is on your menu the 
lady of anybody’s home is not considered 
capable of cooking a steak over charcoal, 
in the eyes of the male members of the 
group. She'll do the shoppin! She'll set 
an attractive scene! She'll decide on the 


go-withs...BUT...after all such is done 
then comes the bustling male with salt 
boxes beneath his arms... fire in his eyes 

.and...well...the steak is “on the 


road” to being prepared. 

If the distaff side does decide that she 
would like to plan a barbecue sans steak, 
then there are several suggestions. At all 
good barbecues you'll want to have a sup 
er-sized bowl filled with a tangy, spicy 
barbecue sauce. One such, would be: 


Barbecue Sauce 
¥4 cups butter 
1% cups hot water 
2 T. vinegar 
14 teas. salt 
Dash of black pepper 
Dash of red pepper 
14 teas. paprika 
4 teas. chile powder 


¥4 teas. sugar 
2% teas. Worcestershire Sauce 
2 teas. prepared roustard 
Few drops of Tabasco 
és chopped onion 
Clove of garlic 
Mix ingredients and heat to the boil- 
ing point. Remove garlic. Dip meats or 
fowl into sauce before cooking. Also, use 
sauce for basting. 
If steamed clams are to be on your 
out-of-doors menu: 


Clam-Bake Sauce 
I] pound butter 
1 T. salt 
I teas. Tabasco 
I] pint tarragon vinegar 
Juice of one lemon 
Y bottle Worcestershire Sauce 

Melt the butter in a saucepan and stir 
in the vinegar. Add seasonings and con- 
tinue stirring. When well mixed, cover 
and let simmer. 

Other barbecue dishes that the lady of 
home and market might consider would 
be: 

Ham Wrap-Ups: 
] pound pre-cooked sliced ham 
3 cups soft bread crumbs 
1% teasp. salt 
2 T. minced onions 
4 cup chopped celery 
4 cup melted butter or margarine 
Y% cup of evaporated milk 
1 cup apple juice 

Fold each slice of ham to look like a 

cone, fasten with toothpicks. Combine 
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bread crumbs, salt, onion and celery. Add 
fat to warm milk and pour over bread 
mixture. Fill cones. Place in a shallow bak- 
ing pan, pour apple juice over. Simmer 
on grill for about 15 to 20 minutes. 

Or, theres’ always: 

Shishkabob 
2 pounds breast of lamb cut in 2 
inch cubes 
I small eggplant also cubed 
2 apples cut in ¥% inch slices 
¥%4 pound of raw mushrooms 
3 Bermuda onions cut in slices 
6 firm tomatoes sliced 
Salt and pepper to taste. 

Arrange foods on six long skewers and 
broil for 20 to 30 minutes about 5 inches 
away from charcoal. Season and serve 
while hot. 

Everyone likes: 

Cheese Filled Frankfurters 
1% pounds frankfurters 
1% cups of grated cheese 
4 T. chile sauce 

Cut a long slit in each frankfurter. Mix 
grated cheese with enough chile sauce to 
hold together and fill split frankfurters 
with the mixture. Wrap each in a strip of 
bacon pinned with a toothpick. Grill un- 
til bacon is crisp. 

For go-withers, you might include po- 
tato chips, a platter of finger relishes, 
such as celery, carrot sticks, olives and 
radishes. For dessert, why not a chilled 
melon...a big bowl of cold, fresh fruit 
..or, a cake? 

The YANKEE readership has come for- 
ward with several recipes for old time 
graham gems as requested by Miss Alice 
Adams of Roxbury, Connecticut.

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Mrs. Charles D. Townsend of 452 
South Jenkins Street, Centralia, Missouri, 
contributes one that she found in an old 
cook book: 

Graham Gems 

Beat separately the yolk and white ol 
an egg. Add to the beaten yolk two cup 
fuls of sweet, rich milk, a half teaspoon 
of salt, and stir well together; then add 
one and one-half cupfuls of sifted graham 
flour, and a scant cup of white flour, 
which have been stirred well together, 
sprinkling it with the hand, and beating 
vigorously meanwhile. 

Continue to beat until the mixture is 
light and foamy throughout, and full of 
air bubbles; then stir in gently the stiffly 
beaten white of the egg. Have the gem 
irons thoroughly heated, slightly butter 
them, drop in the batter with a spoon 
and bake in a quick oven. 

General directions for making gems: 

Beating in an abundance of cold air is 
very essential in the making of good 
gems, as it is this that makes them light. 
Cold air is preferable to warm air, as ii 
expends more when heating. Gems are 
also better when baked in iron pans than 
in tin, as the iron retains the heat better 
and bakes the gems more evenly. The 
irons should be heated hot before the 
batter is dropped into them. 

Having the oven hot from the first is 
also essential, as a crust will then be 
formed immediately and the air whieh 
has been beaten into the batter will thus 
be prevented from escaping. They should 
be placed in the oven so as to bake on

“Across the narrow beach we flit, 
One little sandpiper and 1.” 

How many of us have learned and 
loved that poem by Celia Thaxter while 
we were still in the fourth grade? But 
there are only a few yet living who re- 
member knowing the sweet singer of the 
Isles of Shoals as she lived among her 
flowers on that barren stretch of rock 
called Appledore Island. She was the 
spirit of the place and made it come alive

as a center of culture seldom equalled 
anywhere in the United States. 
The most brilliant minds and 
hands in literature, art and music all 
gathered on the rocky isle 10 miles out of 
Portsmouth Harbor. Many and 
went to the Appledore, and Oceanic-Ho 
tels, when run by the Laighton brothers, 
but only a privileged few could cross the 
sunny lawn and enter the garden gate by 
the tall sunflowers. There was a riot of

most brilliant bloom, marigold, coreopsis, 
sweet peas, and pansies “For Thoughts.” 

Now and then some charming old lady 
like Mrs. Sidney Lanier of Eliot, tells 
with pride, how while a girl and a visitor 
at the hotel she was privileged to get up 
early in the morning and help Mrs. Thax 
ter pick her flowers! Really early, at five 
o'clock she was out with a pitcher of hot 
water, cutting each stem of the shirley 
poppies and dropping them in_ before 
they could loose the freshness of their 
delicate bloom. She would arrange them 
in her own especial way, sometimes 24 
small slender vases lined the bookcase, 
shading from purest white to the flaming 
pink, that only a Shoals shirley poppy can 
have. 

All this and many other tasks were ac 
complished while the summer guests still 
slept. Later, as the sun rose high over the 
sparkling water and the peace of the 
summer day spread on the island, the 
friends would assemble in Mrs. Thaxter’s 
parlor. Dropping in by twos and threes, 
they quietly entered that charmed sanctu 
ary. Seated at the grand piano and fin 
gering the keys would be James K. Pane, 
Julius Ichburg, or Lowell Mason and the 
music of Beethoven, Mendelssohn and 
the “divine Mozart” would float out over 
the shimmering waves. Ole Bull with his 
violin would cast a spell over the room, 


bright with flowers in their vases and on 
canvas. Childe Hassam would catch a bit 
of sunny garden or the tall lighthouse, on 
his easel, in the north window, or Apple 
ton Brown show a pastel of moonlight 
over the ocean drawn the night before. 

Always the white-haired beautiful hos 
tess and spirit of the place would sit at 
her desk, with busy fingers decorating a 
bit of choice china, with painted sea 
weed as delicate as the original which 
filled the deep water pools outside. A 
favorite design was an olive branch with 
leaves and an old Greek inscription 
which reminded Celia of her wondrous 
visit to Italy. As the music stopped, with 
out breaking the spell, the Quaker poet 
and dear friend, John Greenleaf Whit 
tier, would modestly cool the summet 
gathering by reading from “Snow Bound” 
and “School Days.” James T. Fields and 
his beautiful wife were among the closest 
of the inner-circle. Hawthorne, Edwin 
Booth and Sarah Orne Jewett would lend 
an ear, or contribute to the literary and 
dramatic feats! There was good conversa 
tion too, by the most brilliant minds, and 
all too soon the dinner gong, rung by the 
never-to-be forgotten Oscar  Laighton, 
would call the friends to feast on lobstet 
and fish chowder. 

They are all gone now, nothing re 
mains on Appledore but a_ very few

The interesting 
thing is that some of us now also speak 
of “the world” or “civilization,” some- 
thing larger and stranger than any a 
complished unit we have been used to. 
But not for long do we speak thus; soon 
bewildered and afraid, we relapse into 
the easy satisfaction of our more tangible 
unities, the smaller ones, resenting (if we 
remember it at all) the larger reality 
whose concept we tried momentarily to 
apprehend. 

But then we return, are forced back, 
to the attempt to grasp the idea of this 
huge being of which we suspect we are 
more than a physical part. What is it 
that forces us back? Fear, of course. A 
good thing it does, too; we in this cen- 
tury have at last been thoroughly 
frightened into glimpses of the social 
truth by which alone we can survive as a 
race. And, in turn, the glimpses frighten 
us, for our perception is fragmentary, in- 
tuitive, heavily curtained by ignorance. 
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We in the United States, for instance, are 
socially ignorant of the Siamese, the Rus 
sians, the Jugoslavs, the Arabs; many of 
us are even ignorant of the Negroes, the 
Jews, and the Mexicans, partly because 
of stereotypes which block our thinking; 
many of us are ignorant of our selves, of 
what our underlying social attitudes real 
ly are, of how they were formed. And in 
each case we are afraid as soon as we are 
called upon to act, in a real situation, 
from anything other than habit. How 
then can we be anything but afraid of 
our largest, most foreign and unknown 
self, which is the world? 

It is dull to repeat that fear is based on 
ignorance; we have all heard it, taken it 
in momentarily. But here is a man who 
works in a filling station on the outskirts 
of town. The people with whom he comes 
in contact are so much concerned with 
immediate business when he sees them 
that he too must all day be held to it. He 
is not uneducated, not unable to think 
conceptually; but all day his mind is in 
play only with immediacies. Is it surpris 
ing then, that while walking the few 
blocks to his home at night he is jolted 
into panic by the sight of a headline pro 
claiming the breakdown of the latest in 
ternational negotiations, phrased of 
course so as to imply the imminence of 
war? Suddenly, dimly, but terribly, our 
man is caught up in the current of con-

In battle 
with his infantry unit he had with bitter 
ness and a dull elation been able to feel 
that he. that they in their unity, were do 
ers who could shape an outcome; but that 
sense is missing now in this peacetime 
society, and anyway, he thinks, six men 
in a B-29 over Nagasaki... 

In this moment of incomprehension 
and panic he has no tangible conscious 
thought: he is a helpless, tiny, pebble- 
like creature includes 
nothing clearer than an instinctive ap 
prehension of the huge wave which seems 
break over him. He _ hardly 
thinks of the millions around him, like 
him: and not at all of those in other 
countries; holding the floor of conscious- 
ness is the one un-thought thought, 
“What will happen to me and mine?” 

Chis passes—or rather its immediate as- 
cendancy our man_ gravitates 
toward the place where he can most easily 
banish the image of the world: his home. 
This is his need: ours too at the end of 
dav. But what does he do there, once he 
is refreshed? He turns on a news broad- 
cast to learn, if he can, new tidings of 
what the world is going to do to him. 
He is still the helpless, tiny creature be- 
lore the breaking wave; likely he never 
thinks of himself as a sea-creature at all, 
as belonging to the wave. 

Is this instance typical? I think it is. 
Not long ago I turned off my own radio, 
just before a newscast, to try to get myself 
in hand. I had been ashamed to discover 
that my sole motive for listening was to 
learn what the world accorded me _ of 
fate, and whether I had a chance of get 
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ting a helicopter, a house in the hills, 
and one more carefree trip to that island 
in Maine before another war broke out. 

This will not do. This way a man be 
comes a troglodyte, a rat in a_ cellar. 
And he ts divided against himself. Here, 
in its splitting human atom, civilization 
breaks down. It is not that we must avoid 
personal security and private gratifica 
tion, or that we must feel guilty for 
seeking them. But if our individual or 
small-group self-preservation is the sole 
occasion for our looking at the world 
whole to see in what direction it massive 
ly tends, we are lost. We, and all like us 
everywhere, are fragments, split off and 
subtracted from the unity of our world, 
yet belonging to it still as so many un- 
witting reinforcements for the random 
lorces of destruction, and as potential 
victims of that destruction. 

If we look at the world, if we listen to 
or read the news, it must be with a hum 
ble determination to know, if we can, 
what forces recognizable as miniature in 
ourselves are sweeping through humanity 
or being exerted by its leaders. And we 
must listen, too, most of us, not expecting 
to hear confirmation of what we think 
we know, but with the presumption that 
all old judgments and suppositions may 
be wrong, that the truth is yet to be re 
vealed to us about Communist China or 
Franco or the new Germany or Cardinal 
Mindszenty or the latest strike. Only 
through such an approach can we hope 
to cut away any part of the ignorance 
which so easily makes fearful, self-seeking, 
atomite, closed minds of us. Only when 
we can understand a situation whole and 
then clarify our own relation to it, can 
we have the sense of being doers—poten- 
tial, at least—who can or could shape a 
constructive outcome, and who can deal 
confidently with threats and eventualities 
that affect us closely, but deal with them 
as if they did not affect us closely at all. 

jut what about the specific cure for 
those gigantic fear reactions that belie all 
seeming security and grip us now and 
then like overpowering nightmares? What 
about those who are already caught in 
world-fear, whose minds are locked in 
the grip of the personal question, “What 
is to become of me in this splintering 
world?” 

I submit that, here, only the concept of 
Man can save us, and the hopeful belief 
in his essential and universal and indes 
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tructible goodness. We must desire, and 
strive, to know him — and like him — 
whole. When once the awful question 
assumes in our mind the form, “What is 
to become of Man and his world?” we 
have taken the first step toward freeing 
ourselves from fear and insecurity. | 
speak not of intellectuals alone, or states- 
men, or writers of anxious editorials; I 
speak of every individual sentient enough 
to feel fear of his world, of every man 
who reads news or earns bread or thinks 
at all about his own and his family’s to- 
morrow. 

Perhaps Western capitalism has made 
the attainment of individual and family 
security too easy. When any wide up- 
heaval occurs or threatens to occur, each 
of us perhaps thinks too readily, blindly, 
selfishly, of a return to a normalcy in 
which awareness of any larger pattern 
than that bounded by the pay check, the 
four walls, and the family automobile is 
unnecessary. But even in thinking about 
this familiar security we sometimes in- 
clude others, we sometimes speak of 
“men,” we sometimes think of larger 
groups with whose centers we are in 
touch; and thinking or speaking so, we 
deal with abstract concepts which stand 
for the socially predictable qualities in all 
the members of a given group, so that a 
group may be spoken of as a unit and 
even characterized as if it were a unit— 
i.e, it has certain known qualities of hon- 
esty, Cooperativeness, conservatism, etc, 
Is it then too far a jump to the broadest 
concept of all, that of Man as a group, as 
a unit? 

We hardly ever speak of Man. We do 
not know Man. This is our greatest ig- 
norance, the source now of all our fear of 
Man's power and Man's fate. When we 
think, react, protect ourselves, as individ- 
uals or special groups, we are fragments, 
we are split-off parts of the great atom, 
Mankind; we have lost the consciousness 
of whole—except, of course, that when 
danger is cried in the streets this time, we 
are at least’ intuitively aware of rolling 
with the whole or under the whole to 
destruction. Thus, actually on our in- 
dividual ‘accounts, MAn’s only capability 
may become a negative one: suicide. 

Three hundred years ago the Dean of 
St. Paul's said, ““No man is an Iland, in- 
tire of itself,” and “Never send to learn 
for whom the bell tolls; It tolls for thee.” 
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It made sense then to a religious congre 
gation; today it is more than sense—it is 
prophecy for all men. If the last war has 
taught no people this, then no people 
has won the war. The man who by now 
has not discovered Man, is all but 
whether he suspect it or not. A Mankind 
which does not discover itself, its precious 
unity, but does discover the means of des 
troying itself, is lost. The plumber, the 
politician, the farmer, the student, the 
housewife, who, fearing the headlines, has 
not yet once seen the image of Man as a 
symbol of values more important than all 
personal needs, interests, destinies of in 
dividuals, families, regions, nations, in 
their separatenesses—that man or woman 
is our forgotten one. I believe he is our 
worst, our nearest enemy. He is certainly 
his own.

The sea itself is alive in its restless mo 
tion, its great winds, its white-capped 
waves, and in the myriad living organ- 
isms that teem below its surface. And the 
directors of the Mystic Marine Museum, 
at Mystic, Connecticut, have done well 
to call their place a “living museum.” 

Situated in a litthe New New England 
coast town that was once famous for its 
shipyards, fast clippers and hardy sea- 
men, the museum not only preserves the 
salty glamour and glory of bygone days in 
America’s maritime history, but it actu 
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was once boiled down. Inside her mass- 
ive wooden hull are the officers’ quarters 
and the captain’s cabin, compact and 
still redolent with the salty tang of the 
sea, and up “for’ed” in the “fo'c’s'le” are 
the plank bunks, polished and worn by 
generations of sailors. The Morgan was 
built in New Bedford in 1841 and made 
37 voyages into far distant seas, earning 
more than $2,000,000 for her owners. 

Close beside her is docked the Joseph 
Conrad, a stout square-rigger, built in 
1882. This vessel provides living quarters 
for youthful visitors to the museum, plus 
actual lessons in seamanship. 

Inside the big museum itself, built on 
the site of the Greenman Yard where 
such celebrated clippers as the David 
Crockett slid down the ways, is found the 
glamour of wooden ships and iron men 
in infinite variety. 

Here is a pintle strap from the rudder 
of H. M. S. Bounty. Here is the beauti- 
ful carved teak skylight of the Australian 
steamship, Rotomahana, which plied be- 
tween Melbourne and New Zealand and 
on whose polished side benches once sat 
such famous world travelers as Mark 
‘Twain and Madame Melba. 

Around the walls and on tables and 
display cases are myriad objects to de- 
light not only antiquarians and _histor- 
ians but all who have ever felt the lure of 
the Seven Seas and of the proud ships 
which sailed them. Priceless models of 
barks, schooners, gunboats, yachts and 
famous clippers, faithfully exact in every 
detail, are to be seen. Sea chests. Col- 
lections of lovely carved ivory and the 
delicate tracery of scrimshaw, done long 
ago by patient, knowing hands. Curios 
from many lands, including the throne 
seat of Queen Emma of the Sandwich Is- 
lands, carved from a single great piece of 
Koa wood. Corals galore. Ivory canes. 
Sextants. Ships’ logs written in the dry, 
precise language of the sea, but telling of 
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dangers and strange happenings on far 
horizons. 

One room on the first floor stresses in 
detail items that contributed to the suc 
cess of famous old-time fighting ships. 
Here are cannons, swords, naval spy 
glasses and the curious marine swivel 
guns that were part of the regular equip- 
ment of all fighting vessels before 1815. 
Loaded with a handful of bullets, these 
clumsy blunderbusses were fired from 
sockets on deck to repel boarders or to 
sweep the enemy's decks at close range. 
Here are ships’ lanterns and great bronze

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bells that once clanged their warnings of 
the approach of hostile sail. Here, too, 
are cap-and-ball pistols, kept in handsome 
wooden cases when not in use, once the 
treasured possessions of American naval 
otheers. 

\ccenting still further the idea of a 
“living museum,” the directors have ar- 
ranged a program of nautical education 
for visitors. There are lectures for adults, 
instructive entertainment for children 
and lessons in navigation and sailing for 
teen-agers. Most recent of all is the pro 
jected life-size street that is being built 
just outside the museum and which when 
completed will be typical of any seaport 
town of 100 years ago. Here will be act 
ual working shops such as were used by 
coopers, candlemakers, figurehead cary 
ers, ship chandlers, ship carpenters, ship 
smiths. ‘There will be a sailmakers’ loft 
and even a shipyard. The museum will 
eventually do for American marine tradi 
tion what Williamsburg has done for 
Colonial tradition.

The conversation turned naturally to 
country walks, country houses, and coun 
try books. All three have been an import 
ant part of Miss Yates’ life, and the last 
two are tied together in her book, Pat 
terns on the Wall (Alfred A. Knopf, 
1943). 

Here is a refreshing story embracing 
many things, one which all lovers of New 
England should read, and certainly those 
of you with a stenciled wall in your house.

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Miss Yates has kindly allowed me free- 
dom in the use of her book for research 
about this early American art, and I here- 
by acknowledge my gratitude to her for 
her generous kindness which has saved 
me many hours of work. 

When wallpapers first came to America 
from France in the mid-eighteenth cen- 
tury any lady of fashion felt impelled to 
comply with the fad for this “new eleg- 
ancies,” and fad it was, a regular craze 
for wallpapers swept the country. These 
scenic papers were very expensive, and 
few knew how to hang them. 

So it was that a new trade sprang into 
being, that of the journeyman painter 
who traveled from prosperous farmhouse 
to tavern across the eastern seaboard, into 
upstate New York and as far west as Ohio 
and West Virginia. 

If the farmwife in a remote part of the 
country could not afford wallpaper and 
could find no paperhanger, here in her 
dooryard was a journeyman painter who 
offered to decorate her walls for board 
and lodging and a few pence. 

Many of these itinerant painters made 
names for themselves, such as Rufus Por- 
ter who published a book on his art, 
Philip Rose, nephew of Paul Revere, and 
Moses Eaton. Some decorators worked 
freehand with stenciled borders outlining 
cornice, door and window; others painted 
a landscape in imitation of the more ele- 
gant wallpapers of the city, but more 
commonly in the country you will find 
old walls stenciled in an all-over design. 

In their designs the journeyman paint- 
ers repeated certain motifs: the pineapple 
is commonly found in entrance ways and 
parlors as it represented hospitality, the 
willow tree was symbolic of immortality, 
liberty bells for joy of freedom, hearts for 
a bride’s house, swags and tassels for the 
elegant, and often found are urns with 
flowers, sunbursts, wheel rosettes, en- 
twined ivy.

Cupboard. In this cupboard, which was 
always warm from the heat of the adja 
cent chimney, was placed food for the 
visitor who arrived during the night after 
the family was abed. In very early days 
when travel was primitive almost the only 
visitor was the parson who rode in on 
horseback to visit his outlying parishion 
ers on a regular schedule of calls, stop 
ping a night first with one, then another, 
and arriving in the middle of a cold 
night, he always knew where to go to find 
a warm snack. 

In another view of this dining room 
you will see an unusual little open-shelved 
cupboard built into the corner post. 
When the plaster came to light in this 
corner, Mr. Schultz noticed a_ distinct 
striping of bare plaster throughout the 
design of the wall in this corner and rec 
ognized that here had originally been a 
series of little shelves. He restored the 
corner to what it had once been and it 
now holds part of Mrs. Schultz’s large 
collection of old glass and open salts.

Selling rafts 


by ELEANOR W. CLARK 


The ability to produce or create an 
article and the ability to sell it are two 
different abilities. The enthusiastic be- 
ginner prices articles for friends and rel- 
atives on a basis of materials and actual 
working time. But she learns that the 
time figured for creating an article should 
include preparation time and finishing 
time, displaying time, packaging, deliver- 
ing, and time for keeping records. 

One who tries to make a business of 
her craft learns that the income tax auth 
orities allow deductions for heat, light, 
depreciation, and maybe a couple of 
other things, but they claim that the sale 
of even a spare-time created article is in- 
come. 

Another lesson comes with the sale of 
articles to a business concern which will 
mark them up 50% or more on top of 
the price they pay her. 

Somewhere along the line she will dis 
cover that she is supposed to donate an 
article involving 90c worth of material to 
the church fair where it is sold for 60c. 

Articles sent to craft shops for sale on 
commission represent a tie-up of funds, 
and when, as sometimes happens, they 
come home like chickens to roost, they 
are shopworn and there goes more time 
refreshing them and possibly locating a 
shop more of their type. For some reason 
the first lot of articles sent a shop some- 
times sell quickly but the repeat ship 
ments drag along. 


THREE ARTICLES, so intrigued us 


No C. O. D.’s, please. 
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Selling crafts in the home shop should 
not be done for less than in the sales 
room. It isn’t fair to the sales place. It 
takes grit to charge friends the price you 
get from the shop plus that dear old com- 
mission, but that money is recompense 
for vanished time when you drop what 
you are doing and wait on the customer. 
The time lost in such ways has been 
known to drive a craftsman out of pro- 
ducing and out of business. Yet the per- 
sonal selling is very important with hand- 
made articles.

Crafts Demonstrations

In order to make a Craftsmen’s Work- 
ing Demonstration a success, one must 
contact the best artisans in one’s locality, 
for cooperation. Most people who work 
with their hands are willing to show oth- 
ers. The setting for your show should 
have some atmosphere either out or in- 
doors. A good working committee is es- 
sential. 

One of the first of such demonstrations 
I helped stage for the Marblehead Arts 
Association, was in the summer of 1941. 
The place was the King Hooper Man- 
sion, home of the Arts Association. We 
used the entire house, every room, and 
even out in the 18th Century garden 
craftsmen were working. Here one could 
see weaving, wool spinning, silversmith- 
ing, pewter making, bayberry candle dip- 
ping, a potter with his wheel, a display of 
old quilts, making leather work, chip 
carving, rug hooking, also a sculptor re- 
pairing a Rogers group, furniture decora- 
tion and tray painting. 

In the summer of 1948 the Marblehead 
Arts Association again sponsored a very 
successful day. Just before the day of the 
show a postcard went to all the partici- 
pants as follows:

New 
Hampshire with its League of Arts and 
Crafts holds a Fair each year. Many 
groups of the Massachusetts Associated 
Handicrafts groups hold similar Fairs, Ex 
hibitions and Demonstrations. 

I have tried to outline a few points 
that have worked out well for us at Mar 
blehead. Try to put a little showman 
ship into a demonstration, have attractive 
posters made, find a nice location, and 
dress up your workers in early costumes, 
and you will have a beaten path to your 
door. Good Luck!

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The Winooski, Heartway of Vermont, 
by Ralph Nading Hill; Illustrated by 
George Daly; Rinehart & Company, N. Y., 
S3.0.—Whenever you pick up one of the 
Rivers of America series, of which this is 
the latest, you begin thinking excitedly 
about your own home river. Our own 
was really three—the litthe one where the 
swimming hole and bottomless water-pit 
were, and where they tossed us, at six, 
tied up in waterwings; then the one it 
flowed into, with the Indian name, and 
where the storekeeper’s son drowned;

Well, editors Hervey Allen and Carl 
Carmer have turned to Vermont for this 
one, which has a river and it isn’t the 
Connecticut, “on account of because,” as 
the saying goes, New Hampshire figures 
the Connecticut is one of its seacoasts. So 
Vermont's river is the Winooski, 90 miles 
long, a river that reaches the sea by turn- 
ing an independent shoulder to its sister 
state, going to Lake Champlain, thence 
to the St. Lawrence, and so back east- 
wardly. Roundabout, but you can't best 
a Vermonter. 

Down through the Green Mountain 
valley of the Winooski live some 90,000 
people, and everything happens, has hap- 
pened, and probably will happen.
